during rainy or icing weather. 


"Last Straw" 


Ferguson expressed doubt that 


any permanent re-surfacing pro- 
iect could be undertaken this win- 
:er but termed as "the last straw" 
the latest in bridge accidents, the 
five-car pile-up Thanksgiving day 
morning which injured four mo- 
torists. 


Yesterday** Accidents brought 


to the^elegrapn many phone calls 
From area "residents expressing in- 
dignation over state negligence in 
allowing this hazardous highway 
condition to remain. 


Moved to Dixon 


One Dixon resident said that he 


moved from Grand Detour to 
Dixon rather than drive over the 
bridge during winter weather. Fog 
or rain settling on the steel-mat- 
ted surface also produces a slip- 
jery condition.

SEOUL, Korea—(AP)—Jets clashed over Korea today for the 


first time in five days The fight came just 12 hours after Superforts 
bombed a new Red Jet oase two miles from Red China's Manchurian 
frontier. 


Two MIG-ISs were damaged in 


a battle in bright sunlight between 
about 30 Red jets and 30 Amer- 
ican F-84 Thunderjets, the U. S. 
Fifth Air Force reported.

aH Thunderjets returned safely. 


During the night 12 B-29 Super- 


forts ignored an angry cordon of 
Red jets and roared through in- 
tense flak in the first bombing 
raid on the Communists' Uiju

Union filed a formal com- 
plaint with the United Na- 
Lions today, charging that 
the United States is financing 
armed groups on her terri- 
tory aimed at the overthrow 
of Prime Minister Stalin's 
lovernment.

asked the General Assembly 
to look into charges that the

acts in Communist countries. 


In an explanatory note today.

to Throw the Rascals Out

Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder wants all of us 


to lend a hand in cleaning up the scandal-ridden Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. This whole business, he says, has caused 
him "great anguish'* and has been a matter of "shock and 
concern" to him. 


Snyder adds that the bureau is doing everything possible 


to purge itself of wrong-doers, and is cooperating with the 
King committee of the house to "ferret out any remaining 
irregularities:1^ 
,*'X f . 


These expressions of concern for the bureau's integrity 


are fine. There's only one thing wrong. They should have 
been made—and acted upon—months ago. 
' The evidence is on the record that when the first irregu- 
larities were called to the government's attention, it sought 
to hush up the affair rather than to plunge in with a whole* 
hearted inquiry. Snyder himself was a party to this effort 
si concealment. •-,>.,

• 


For months, officials from President Truman on down 


insisted that;everything was basically all right. Disclosures 
of fraud and corruption among internal revenue collectors 
ranged from Boston to San Francisco. Yet the administra- 
tion continued - to: pretend -"Uiat'^nes* major scandals 
amounted only to trivial transgressions. 


The revenue bureau scandals are acknowledged to be the 


worst blot on the administration's record thus far—much 
graver in significance than the mink coats and other .signs 
of influence-peddling that have stolen so many headlines. 


That the president and his treasury secretary could so 


long treat these irregularities with indiffererice is a telling 
comment on their power to recognize real moral rot when 
they see it. Unquestionably they were guilty of a serious 
lapse from the high standards of conduct we may rightfully 
demand of our top government officers. 
, 


Belatedly, the administration has come to recognize, if 


not the genuine harm to the reputation of government in 
general, at least the political damage to its own cause. 


The new national Democratic chairman; Frank McKin- 


ney, gave the first sign when he called for legislation to place 
revenue collectors under civil service. Mr. Truman, who 
previously had disparaged the idea, switched over to support 
the plan. 


-Now we have the spectacle of Snyder taken with sudden 


shock at thought of these embarrassing revelations of fraud. 
It is not a convincing performance. 


In the light of what has transpired to. date, why should 


any citizen put his trust in the bureau to cleanse its own 
ranks? Why should he.accept atrface value the administra- 
tion's pledges of cooperation? - 


.The matter is in the hands of congress now, and there 


it properly belongs. Let the King committee proceed with 
the broadest, fullest sort of inquiry it can manage. And 
may it come up with a .whole host of recommendations for 
new laws which will take the revenue bureau out of politics 
for good and elevate it to a level where it can command the 
trust so vital an agency of government ought to have.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Study Opponents9 Style of Play 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


"This is a situation that hap- 


often enough," writes a 


Cnoxville correspondent, "so I'd 
ike to know what kind of tactics 
o use when I meet it the next 
ime. Here's the way it happened 
the other night. 


"My partner and I needed 120 


points for the initial meld. Un- 
'ortunately, the opponents won the 
first pack, containing about 15 
cards. 


"What strategy should we adopt 


after this unlucky incident? How 
should «ach of us understand what 
the other is doing?" 


When the opponents take the 


first pack, your proper course de- 
pends on how liberally they meld. 
3ood opponents will not meld un- 
necessarily, but you aren't always 
playing against experts. 


For example, suppose an op- 


ponent picks up a pack of about 
15 cards and promptly melds about 
20 cards, leaving himself with only 
5 or 6 cards in his hand. It's a 
course, but we've all played 
against people who couldn't re- 
sist putting cards down on the 
table. 


Against that sort of opponent, 


you wait for a couple of rounds of 
play. Then, depending on the na- 


ture of your own hand, you decide 
whether to freeze the pack and 
play offensively or whether to as- 
sume the defensive. 


When there are several melds on 


the table, and very few cards in an 
opponent's hand, you should have 
no trouble in finding safe discards. 
A freeze is usually indicated .un- 
less one opponent has kept his full 
hand and many therefore become a 
menace. 


If the opponents are good play- 


ers and therefore meld only what 
is unavoidable, you must give up 
the idea of completing for the dis- 
card pile. You can't fight against 
a hand of 20 cards when you have 
only 11 cards of your own. 


Your course is to play for out. 


Get rid of cards that were con- 
tained in that first pack. You can 
never make good use of those 
cards, and there is no advantage in 
cluttering up your hand with 
them. 


You must make room for cards 


that have a chance to develop into 
canastas—or at least one canasta. 
Even if you cannot make the count 
yourself, you must try to keep 
cards that will fit your partner's 
likely melds; and you must hope 
that he can eventually accumulate 
enough to make the initial meld.

Ultraviolet Lamps Helpful 
As Substitutes for Sun 


With the season approaching! 


when the sun shines more briefly 
and with weaker rays in the north- 
ern hemisphere, inquiries have al- 
ready come in concerning the bene- 
fits and dangers of so-called sun 
lamps, what the different types of 
lamps are, and what type is best. 


There is some objection to the 


use of the term "sun" lamps be- 
cause the rays which they produce 
are not in all respects similar to 
those sent out by the sun; conse- 
quently, the term, ultraviolet lamp 
ia generally preferred. 


There are, however, .some simi- 


larities between ultraviolet rays 
produced by these lamps and the 
rays produced by the sun because 
both, when they reach the skin, 
result in the production of vita- 
min D which is so important in the 
formation of bone, and doubtless 
other activities of the body. 


Ultraviolet rays, for example, 


may be used in the treatment of 
the condition known as rickets and 
is even more important in the pre- 
vention of that disorder. 


Ultraviolet rays have been tried 


in a number of disease conditions 
including certain disorders of the 
skin. In some of these it seems to 
produce benefit, while in others 
undesirable effects are encounter- 
ed. In the presence of disease con- 
ditions, therefore, it is not wise to 
employ an ultraviolet lamp except 
under the advice of a physician. 
CAN BE DANGEROUS 


When used on the normal human 


skin, ultraviolet lamps will produce 
changes very much like those of 
the sun. A burn of the skin with 
redness looking juat like an ordi- 
nary sunburn will occur If the skin 
is exposed too long. 


This can be dangerous just as 


sunburn sometimes is. It is partic- 
ularly hazardous to the eyes as the 
•eMitive nerve tlMuea tyiaf m tbt

Why did Americans for Democratic Action 


bring Miss Lee to our country? 
They say they 


are not a political party. Yet they have established 
a covert agency in London, not registered in the 
phone book, but obviously an embassy, as it were, 
or an underground cell, to cooperate with the So- 
cialist force which in the few years since the sec- 
ond World War has polished off the capitalist econ- 
omy and abrogated the personal freedom of the 
British people.

much to inform Americans on 
facts and personalities concerned 
in the doom of our mother coun- 
try under Socialism as to drag out 
into view the American conspira- 
tors who have been doing politi- 
cal business with them both at 
home and abroad.

He was convict- 
ed three times during the prohibi- 
tion era of operating speakeasies, 
but his real identity was not dis- 
covered. Hawley's wife died 15 
years ago.

Illinois state penitentiary at Joliet 
said today he will insist upon Haw- 
ley's return to the institution. 


Ragen said he believes Hawley 


Will waive extradition. 


In Detroit, Hawley told police 


he doesn't think he's wanted in Il- 
linois. 


"Before I escaped," he said, "the 


warden always told us that if'we 
ever left, he wouldn't let us back 
In."

NEW YORK— (NBA)—In most 


homes, re-decoration is apt to be 
pretty much a front-of-the-house 
thing.

The same ribbon-banding sec- 


tion from your chintz can be used 
to add accent to a dressing table 
which is skirted in sheer white 
or pastel material. 


To revitalize an old chair begin 


by measuring, allowing about two 
inches for tucking at the back of 
the seat and two inches for? each 
seam. Measure the loose cushion, 
too, making the same allowance. 
The length and'width of the petti- 
coat must also be determined, with 
extra inches for hem and seam. 


To cut, place the material wrong 


side out against the inside back 
of the "chair, centering the pattern 
of the fabric. Pin it firmly in 
place all along the top. Smooth it 
closely down the back, and allow 
for a two-Inch tuck-in between 
back and seat. 


Next, bring the fabric forward 


over the scat and down the front 
to where the petticoat will join 
it. Allow one inch for a seam and 
cut. Before trimming the sides of 
the material, fit it to the chair at 
the point where the arms and 
wings join the back. Stretch the 
fabric smoothly and cut off the 
surplus, allowing for seam. 


Then, pin the fabric, wrong side 


out, to the outside back, matching 
the pattern .with the front. Pinto 
the chair, and cut away extra 
material, allowing one-inch seam 
allowance. 
Now pin front and 


back sections together. Cut fab- 
ric for the inside an doutside arms 
in the same manner, and pin. 
Curved arms. may require tiny 
gathers to make . the chintz hug 
closely; square arms; may require 
the insertion of a separate section' 
of fabric. 


After pinning all seams togeth- 


er, -remove the fabric from the 
chair, and you're ready to stitch, 
remembering to insert welting 
along major seams before begin- 
ning structural joining. The same 
rules of cutting and stitching ap- 
ply to the loose cushion, also.

Gives Cltj a Park 


He gave an 88-acre tract to St 


Louis as a city park and play- 
ground, and also donated property 
lor a park to the city of Fort 
Smith, Ark., the city in which he 
was reared by Mrs. Joseph Adler, 
mother of the man who later be- 
came his business partner. 


They came here as young men 


and opened a cigar store together. 
Their first race track venture was 
in 1893 where they pioneered in 
Bight racing. 
, A widower, Tillea had no chil- 
dren. He is survived by a sister
